The suggested studies by the 
young scientists cover a wide 
range of “shoestring ideas,” so 
called because only a few dol- 
lars worth of equipment is 
needed to carry out the re- 
search. 


‘Atherton Balks 
At Finance of 
Rec Program 


Until a definite full policy 
on recreation has been laid 
down the Town of Atherton 
will have to stick pretty much 
to financing summer play- 
ground recreation programs 
only, the town council decided 
at its monthly meeting Thurs- 

day evening while in the pro- 
cess of turning down the Enci- 
nal School PTA’s request for 
$960 to operate the Encinal af- 
ter-sschool and Saturday rec 
program until June. 

The Encinal program has 
been carried on this school year 
entirely by the PTA, which has 
had two directors on the play- 
ground during out-of-school 
hours. Funds to continue the 
program were due to run out 
this month, prompting the PTA 
in November to appeal to the 
council for financial aid. 

There are, however, too 
many factors to be studied in 
being fair to all residents of 

Atherton to make this kind 

of a decision now, the coun- 

cil decided. 

During their 35-minute vaca- 
tion-shortened session the coun- 
cil also introduced an ordi- 
nance approving state aid for 

training of police officers. Men- 
lo Park already has adopted 
this plan, offered by the state, 
which provides that special 
training at police schools will 
eb paid for 50 per cent by the 
state. 

A 30-mile-per-hour speed lim- 
it ordinance aiso got its final | 
adoption, becoming effective 
on Walsh and Reservoir roads. 
These roads are the main 
routes through the Walsh Road 
annexation territory of last 
year. 

The council authorized an 
agreement with San Mateo 
County on a_ tax-collecting 
plan, this one basing the col- 
lection charge on a flat rate 
on the number of parcels tax- 
ed rather than a percentage 
basis of taxes collected. 

City Administrator Howard 
Boren noted that this would 
cost the town less than the old 
percentage system.

The number of emergency 
calls answered by the Menlo 
Park Fire District during 1962 
will probably be slightly above 
that of 1961, a preliminary sur- 
vey indicated this week. 

Final figures will not be 
available until after the first 
of the year. 

Fire District Fire Marshal 
Captain Dan Hollywood said 
this week that, as of mid- 
night Dec. 20, the depart- 
ment had responded to a to- 
tal of 1099 calls in 1962. 

Up to the same hour in 1961, 
the department had answered 
a total of 1036 calls. 

The slight rise in the num- 
ber of calls might be a reflec- 
tion of growth in the area’s 
population, Captain Hollywood 
speculated. 

Actually, he said, loss of 
property due to fire has de- 
clined in the district over the 
years in comparson to the pop- 
ulation.

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We See It: 


Planning Must Never 
Become End in Itself 


All around us, in the chambers of government, we 
hear references to “studies” and “planning.” 

On the local scene alone, there are groups studying 
school problems, future highway routes, commercial ex- 
pansion proposals, the bay front and a legion of other topics 
designed to make future growth of the area orderly, satis- 
factory to those who will live here, and in a sense profitable. 

Menlo Park has applied for federal funds to aid in yet 
another long-range planning study. 

All these “studies” and projections are all right, so 
long as they point to progress. But the danger is very real 
that the compilation of “studies,” “plans” and “surveys” 
might become an end in itself. 

On the federal level, so we're told, there are huge 
bureaus and departments concerned almost exclusively with 
making some compilations. Theoretically, this is to aid in 
the direction of legislation, so that laws may be passed 
which will guide progress in a given direction. 

Sometimes too, the various studies are of benefit to a 
particular industry or geographical area, giving guidance 
and showing what can be done to enhance the future of 
particular industries or areas. 

All this is well and good. We need advance informa- 
tion on what the results of a given action might be, so we 
can guard against deleterious results. No planning is not 
good, allowing willy-nilly, unregulated expansion at best, or 
chaos at worst. 

But the danger lies in the possibility that some “plan- 
ning” or “survey” enclave may become more interested in 
its own perpetuation than in its function. 

A group named to do, say, the job of planning for the 
future expansion of a water system, can make a whale of 
a job of it, if the operators want it that way. They can make 
projections for years, speculate interminably on techno- 
logical advances possible in the realm of pipe manufacture, 
call in economists and real estate men to project how many 
apartment houses are going to be built in what locations, 
and so on, ad infinitum, ad nauseam. All these projections 
could of course be short circuited by outside influences, 
such as general agreement of the people of the water 
works’ service area to give up bathing and gardens and take 
to the drinking of gin in place of aqua pura. 

The study group would have been short circuited by 
a technological advance, but the bill would come in just 
the same. 

We doubt if anything similar to our example will occur 
but it demonstrates that planning and study can't solve all 
problems. And meanwhile, it is well to consider these 
activities for what they are, not as ends in themselves.

Utilities Planning 
Becoming Important 


Last week’s approval of a Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company high tower line across the Skyline hills is ironic 
in view of a belated move to map a new county master 
plan for utilities. 

When work will begin on the plan is still a question 
mark. Whatever the schedule, it hardly can lessen the grave 
impact of last week’s piecemeal action. 

In upholding a planning commission recommendation 
of an amended use permit, the San Mateo County Board of 
Supervisors warned PG&E to work more closely with resi- 
dents and the County on any future installations. 

Also, one of the supervisors expressed concern over the 
effect a future spur line would have on Portola Valley. He 
suggested that PG&E investigate the possibility of putting 
the line underground. 

Meantime, PG&E proceeds on an overhead line that 
merits far more study. The towers marching across the 
hills conceivably may be the thorn in the side of the long 
overdue “grand plan.” 

And the tardy requests by the Board for more cooper- 
ation, study and investigation by PG&E soon may sound 
hollow as eyes turn toward the hills. 


High School Student 
Morale is Important 


One of the least attractive aspects of the current row 
over Sequoia High School District attendance area boun- 
daries is one which seems to be given the least consider- 
ation. We refer, of course, to the morale of students at all 
of the schools of the district. 

First, it must be recognized that there have been, and 
are going to be, changes in the boundaries of attendance 
areas of all schools. 

Even in the Menlo Park Elementary School District, 
with its relatively stable population, there have to be minor 
changes from time to time, to equalize classroom loading, 
and to adjust for the fact that youngsters just don’t happen 
to live in nice, random age group distributions of uniform 
character throughout the district. This will probably al- 
ways be so in the elementary district; it should be expected 
—nay, counted upon— in the case of the high school dis- 
trict also. 

It can further be counted upon that the students won't 
arrange themselves in neat random selections of socio- 
economic backgrounds, talents, intelligence, parental’ back- 
grounds, or scholastic aspirations. 

If the selections were random enough and uniform 
enough nobody would have any complaints. The “ideal” 
condition which would then prevail would be as acceptable 
as a situation in which all youngsters came from uniform 
socio-economic backgrounds, etc., etc. 

Youngsters themselves generally don’t worry about 
whether or not their friends and associates are “members 
of the upper crust,” or from “the other side of the tracks.” 

Those labels and the importance attached to them are 
set up by adults.

“Industrial Develop ment,” 
which subtitles itself “The 
International Guide to Indus- 
trial Planning and Expan- 
sion.” 

It’s published in Atlanta,

The immediate Menlo Park 
area comes in for considerable 
attention, with photos of such

To give an idea how our area 
looks to an ‘outsider,’ we 
quote the lead-off article in 
the magazine, written by Frank

“San Francisco's two nearest 
neighbor counties to the south 
—San Mateo and Santa Clara 
—have established an enviable 


reputation for being able to 
skim off the cream of present- 
day industrial growth in the 
most glamorous fields — elec- 
tronics and its space and mis- 
siles applications—and further- 
more the most sought after 
segments of these fields—the 
research and development 
stages. 

“In the process, both coun- 
ties have racked up impres- 
sive growth records, San Ma- 
teo’s population went from 
236,000 in 1950 to 592,800 in 
1962, while Santa Clara’s 
actually more than doubled 
from 291,000 to 760,100. 
Much of this population 
growth would have come 
about merely by _ overspill 
from the San Francisco and 
Oakland centers of the Bay 
area metropolitan complex- 
The remarkable feature has 
been the emergence of a new 
industrial concentration here 
of a specialized kind, in an 
area with relatively limited 
previous industrial experi- 
ence.

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Mateo County reversed the 
general rise in state hospital 
admissions with a drop of 31 
per cent. At the same time, 
the rate in five nearby coun- 
ties went up 24 per cent. 

“The drop in admissions 
from San Mateo was an excep- 
tion to the general pattern in 
the San Francisco Bay area, 
the rest of the state, and 
throughout the nation. 

“These figures and observa- 
tions are contained in a new 
research paper, ‘An Analysis 
of the Service Relationships 
Between State Mental Hospi- 
tals and One Local Mental 
Health Program.’ The paper 
was presented last month at a

“Authors of the study are 
Robert S. McInnes and Jeanne 
T. Palmer of the Mental Health 
Department, and Dr. Joseph J 
Downing, chief of the San Ma-

“The authors could find no 
demographic, social, econ- 
omical or judicial factors to 

account for the marked dif- 

ference between admission 
patterns for San Mateo coun- 
ty and the rest of the area. 

The only parallel to the San 
Mateo decrease appeared to 

be the growth of community 

mental health services, in- 
cluding inpatient treatment. 

The facts found in the study 
lend encouragement to the 
belief that the development of 
the (local) program was the 
chief factor in effecting the

of hospital admissions per 100,- 
000 population decreased from 
144 in 1958-59 to 104 in 1961- 
62. In contrast, the rate for 
five nearby counties increased 
from 212 per 100,000 popula- 
tion to 262.

“The San Mateo county men- 
tal health program started in 
1952 when a psychiatric clinic 
opened. A 30 - bed psychiatric 
ward was opened in 1956.

out any fundamental alteration 
of the distinctive atmosphere 
of the area, which has been 
the major attraction to many of 
the firms which have started 
up i nthe area. A scientific- 
technological - industrial co m- 
plex has now evolved that in- 
corporates both public and non- 
profit private institutions as 
well as business firms and a 
large and distinctive residen- 
tial area. 

“The new industrial empire 
that has grown up here in the 
last 30 years is different from 
any other in the United States, 
although there are similarities 
with the Boston complex on 
the other side of the continent. 
The electronics and related in- 
dustries are more nearly domi- 
nant here than anywhere else 
in the country, although there 
is a respectable amount of 
other industry, some of it quite 
unrelated. 


“The outstanding charac- 
teristics of the area’s indus- 
try are the dominance of 
technological, the seminal 
role played by Stanford Uni- 
versity, the selective attrac- 
tion that the local environ- 
ment has exerted on hand-to- 
find scientific and technical 
specialists and the absence 
of many of the problems that 
have plagued older indus- 
trial areas. 


“There are many and strong 
ties to other parts of the San 
Francisco-Oakland complex, 
such as to the financial and 
managerial center in downtown 
San Francisco, the great addi- 
tional scientific strength af- 
forded by the University of 
California across the bay in 
Berkeley, and the heavier in- 
dustries that have such a not- 
able concentration in Contra 
Costa County and its neigh- 
bors. 

“There are also ties with the 
Los Angeles area through 
Lockheed—the area’s largest 
employer — and other compa- 
nies with plants in both areas, 
and through the supplier-cus- 
tomer and contractor-subcon- 
tractor relationship that pre- 
vail between many of the local 
firms and big Southern Cali- 
fornia aircraft and _ missile 
firms. 

“Beyond these are the ties 
with Washington, as represent- 
ed by the policy decisions of 
the Government, the defense 
contracts let by the Pentagon, 
and the national headquarters 
of many scientific and techni- 
cal organizations. These re-

The service is the same as 
that provided during the win- 
ter months last year, autos be- 
ing checked either at Reno or 
Sacramento and carried over 
the mountaine at low cost on 
passenger trains in specially 
constructed cars. 

Motorists who use the “snow 
ferry” may ride in Pullmans 
or coaches on the same train. 


Legal action to force two 
Menlo Park businessmen to 
pay up their delinquent busi- 
ness licenses which amount to 
$25 and $20 was ordered by 
the city council Tuesday night. 

Chief of Police Love stated 
that repeated requests for the 
license money met with no re- 
sults.

In the Garden: 


The Busy Barefoot Season Has Descended Upon Us Once Again 


For gardeners who come 
from colder climates the phe- 
nomenon of a California winter 
is twofold. First there’s the 
miracle of winter bloom from 
annuals, shrubs and trees. Then 
there is the pace of garden life. 
Far from grinding to a halt, 
garden activity steps along at 
a lively clip as the winter 
months usher in one of our 
busiest planting seasons, bar 
none. 

The reason is that winter 
brings with it the bareroot 
planting season in California, 
which means that the months 
from mid-December to mid- 
March are the best to plant any 
number of dormant trees and 
shrubs. Most fruit trees, many 
shade trees, deciduous flower-

ing shrubs and vines, berries 
and grapes all can be most eas- 
ily and economically planted 
during winter. 

Roses top the list of plants 
which are available now in 
bareroot, not only the two new 
All-America award winners — 
Tropicana and Royal Highness 
— but favorite roses of past 
years, including bush, pillar 
and climbing types. Other dor- 
mant shrubs to be planted now 
are flowering quince, lilac, 
weigela, mock orange and for- 
sythia. 

Most of our deciduous shade 
trees are also planted during 
the bareroot season. A partial 
list of favorites would include 
sweet gum, maidenhair, weep- 
ing willow, sycamore, tulip 


tree, Modesto ash and moraine 
locust. 

Many of the mest ornamen- 
tal flowering trees are decidu- 
ous, which means you'll find 
them bareroot in nurseries 
now. These include dogwood, 
saucer magnolia, hawthorn, 
silk tree and the flowering 
fruits such as Japanese cherry, 
flowering peach and crabapple. 

If you long for a home fruit 
orchard, now is the best time 
to start it. Apples, pears, apri- 
cots, peaches, plums, cherries, 
plus pecans, almonds and wal- 
nuts are recommended for 
planting during winter. 

Another point to consider 
when you plant a home orchard 
is how many trees your garden 
can accommodate. Temptation 
is to plant more than you

should. When temptation is 
strong and space is crowded, 
your best bet is to use dwarf 
fruit trees or trees on which 
several varieties have been 
budded to a single root-stock 
The thing to remember about 
dwarf trees is that while their 
overall size is considerably less 
than normal, their fruit is of 
standard size and quality in 
every respect. 

Most bareroot trees and 
shrubs need some minor prun- 
ing at planting time. The best 
procedure to follow here, if 
you’re not sure of yourself, is 
to let your nurseryman show 
you how to go about it. 

The roots, when you buy dor- 


‘mant trees or shrubs usually 


will be wrapped in a protective 
covering to keep them from 
drying out. The ideal practice 
is to plant them as soon as you 
can after getting them home. 


If there is any delay — say one 
to several days — do what nur- 
serymen call “heeling in’ — 
that is, dig a shallow trench 
and bury the roots with moist 
soil until you are ready to 
plant them in a permanent lo- 
cation. 

Occasionally some of the 
smaller roots will have dried 
out or broken. These should be 
pruned out before planting and 
all roots should be shortened 
to about eight or ten inches. 
Here again, ask a nurseryman 
to guide you. 

The planting hole need not 
be overly large if soil is fertile 
and loose. Where the soil is 
poor, however, large planting 
holes are a must. The soil, 
moreover, should be removed 
and mixed with compost or 
manure to insure that the 
young shrub or tree will have 
an easy time of it at the start.
